'PITTSBURG, Nor- 9 — The past 
•week has shown no distinctly favor- 
able developments in- the Connells- 
vIHo coke market, l>ut at the same 
time there have been no distinct un- 
favorable developments. Tae market 
has simply -weakened a trifle in gener- 
al tone by reason of there being no 
supporting demand. If operators were 
not firm in their price views the mar- 
ket would be quotably lower, for at 
a time like tils cutting prices -would 
•not develop demand and there would 


lower asking'prices. 


Both blast furnaces and foundries 


are averse to laying in stocks as they 
usually^do at this time df year, to in- 
sure against interruptions in trans- 
portation due to winter weather, be- 
cause all buyers are hoping that 
freight rates will be reduced, and the 
fate' reduction' would write a depre- 
ciation on stock piles. \VTilie there Is 
no doubt that coal, coke and other 
rates will be reduced eientually, the 
trade has no definite information on 
which to base a prediction that rates 
will come down on this date or that 
date. The railroad policy is to hold 
out as long as feasible. 


TVhlle it is being argued that the 


railroads ought to reduce rates in or- 
der to get more business, the fact is 
that freight traffic is not as light as is 
generally assumed. The report for 
August appeared this week, and shows 
a freight ton-mileage only 23 per cent 
below that of August, 1920, which was 
the record high month for ton-mileage 
for all time. A natural inference is 
that a very moderate increase in tha 
volume of freight 
offered, coming 


along with winter 
weather, would 


tangle up the railroads and cause car 
(hortages. In some quarters in the 
coke trade car shortages are pre- 
dicted for the winter. Those who crit- 
icize these predictions and say they 
merely represent the fablo<l cry of 
"woll" do not seem to be familiar 
with, the fact that the railroads are 
fairly busy now, even though they are 
^not making much money. 


While the production of pig iron 


and steel has been increasing stead- 
ily until -very recently, it looks now 
as if there would be no further .in- 
crease during the remainder of the 
year, and the recently expected blow- 
ing in .of a number of blast furnaces 
Is postponed. The situation makes it 
that coke ovens have perhaps been 
blown in somewhat too rapidly of late, 
and a slight curtailment in produc- 
tion may be necessary to avoid disor- 
ganization of the market, for present 
prices merely represent cost of pro- 
duction ana any decline would spell 
losses to coke operators.

The United States Steel corporation 
has reduced its tin plate price from 
$525 to $4.75, in recognition of wide- 
spread shading of $5.25 by independ- 
ents. Prospects are that another re- 
duction will not be necessary. 'Shad- 
ing in tubular goods ^ is somewhat 
mo-e widespread but 
is -small In 


amount. 


By comparison with ten-year pre- 


war averages or with average in the 
year 11)13 steel prices are 'lower than 
are commodity prices In general, and 
from this viewpoint the liquidation is 
more than complete 
In keeping with 


the traditions of the trade, however, 
a slight further din is probable in 
some products when buyers get into 
position to take holtj in a substantial 
way. This is Hkelj to occur by early 
spring and prices should then show a 
distinct advancing tendency. 


The pig iron markets continue dull

The survey Indicates that there is 


anywhere from a six weeks' to 12 
weeks' supply of bituminous coal In

The active tree-plaiting campaign 


pressed -by the extension forester "of 
Pennsylvania State college as well as 
b7 the State Forestry Department has 
made it necessary to arrives at some 
decision regarding tha existence and 
prevalence of the frequently reported 
"smoke injury" or "lume injury" in 
different parts of the state. ' The fol- 
lowing report summarizes the condi- 
tions found in a three-day study, made 
October 5, 6 and 7 In Allegheny, Fay- 
ette and. Washington counties, by $L 
J. W. Keller of the Forest] y Depart- 
ment, Harrisburg, Professor C. R. An- 
derson, fotester at State college, V. 
M. Bearer, district -forester. Ligonier, 
and Dr. L. 0. Overholt, in charge of 
the torest tree disease at State col- 
Isge. The last named Individual is 
alone responsible for the content o[ 
the follon-tag report: 


The problem of "smoke" or "fume" 


injury tn the region investigated is 
rendered particularly difficult 
Of an- 


alysis 
reason of several factors 


that are difficult to evaluate. Th'e only 
one of these factors common to all 
three counties is that they are appar- 
ently not in the coniferous (soft) 
wood belt 
Therefore native pines, 


sprtices, hemlocks and other types of 
conifers (which It Is the desire o/ 
those concerned in reforestation to 
use for jplanting) are either entirely 
absent from the region OT are found 
In such small numbers that* no very 
definite information can lie obtained 
from them. 


That this condition in Itselt is not 


the result of smoke injury seems ap- 
parent from the available written 
records, the opinions of the older in- 
habitants in the regions under inves- 
tlvation and the fact that in the same 
locality but at great distances from 
any possible ismoke-ftajury do not con- 
tain these trees as members of the 
native flora, and with some excep- 
tions, trees of this type are not widely 
used in the scattered plantings that 
have been made. Inde.e4. one,mislead- 
ing feature that frequently comes to 
light is ihe large percentage of the 
exotic Norway ^pruce that have died 
la this region when used as planting 
stock. This percentage, however, is 
not larger than is to be found In other 
regions where smoke is absent and so 
must be attributed to some other 


causes. As a result of this paucity of 
evergreen trees, which am much more 


' susceptible to. smoke injury than are 


the hardwood species, the opinions 
reached are based almost entirely on 
observations made on hardwood spe- 
cies, along with the presence or ab- 
sence of certain so-called "plant In- 
dicators," that Is plants or' about equal 
susceptibility or resistance to smoke 
Injury as are the evergreen trees 
themselves.

oaks.at distances of more than one- 
fourth mile would seem to indicate 
heavy smoke injury. However, anoth- 
er agency in the form of a well-known 
highly parasitic root-rotting organism 
was found to be connected with this 
Injury in an extremely large percent- 
age of cases. Ashes ami walnuts were 
found similarly affected. The super- 
ficial evidence of smoke injury in 
these cases therefore should undoubt- 
edly be largely discounted. The pres- 
ence of what have been regarded as 
reliable "plant indicators" at dis- 
tances of one mile leeward argues 1 
strongly for the absence of any seri- 
ous smoke injury to trc es at such dis- 
tances.

For years the country schools have 


been a disgrace to state and nation. 
From physicial equipment to mental 
-and personal supervision, they have 
failed to meat the need for an. agency 
which will prepare boys and girls to 
take their place in the world—Indeed, 
tney have not fitted their pupils for 
the simplest sort of community ser- 
vice. 


The story of their lacks has been 


told so often as to make repetition 
monotonous. It is one of pitiful in- 
adequacy. 
Until a dozen years ago 


the situation was such as to feed the 
•worst fears of those who sensed the 
importance of this branch of our pub- 
lic school system. 
Then came the 


consolidated school—the centralized 
movement as applied to rural educa- 
tion. 


In a country district where four or 


five one-room, miserable excuses for 
schoolhouses were failing to serve, 
one well-equipped building was pro- 
vided, and the children who formerly 
attended the crossroads shacks were
